Battalion Galned Second Line 


* German Trenches 


LONDON, June 30—An officer of 
the first hattalion, writing from the 
Gront, says: “You will have heard of 


battalion. They led an attack by the 
firat brigade of Canadiens in gallant 
and business-like manner, reaching 
the first line of the German-trenches, 
then the second and nearly reaching 
the third, with few casualites, but ow- 
ing to the fact that the units on their 
left flunk were unable to get up, this 
flank was exposed, ‘and consequently 
they were compelled to fall back, los- 
ing heavily in both officers and, men 
in the retirement. Of 21 pflicera who 
went inte the attack, only one emerg- 
ed unhurt. The battalion, though de- 
pleted in numbers, is in good condi- 
tion, and is only awaiting o draft to 
have another go at the German 
trenches.”* 


BRITISH DESTROYER 
DAMACED BY EXPLOSION 


LONDON, July — i.—Special—The 
torpedo boat destroyer Lightning was 
damaged last night off the east const 
by a mine or torpedo explosion. She 
is now in harbor. Fourteen members 
of the crew are reported aa missing. 

Announcement that the Lightning 
had been damaged was contained in 
an official communication issued: by 
the British Admiralty to-night. 

An earlier report said tie Light- 
ning was lost. The destroyer carried 
a peace complement of 50 men.

LONDON, © Jnly 1.—With, the. ob- 
ject of eliciting further information 
regarding somo questions submitted 
to the British Board of Trade in the 
Lusitania inquiry, Baron Mersey beld 
another public hearing here today. 

Prof. Marichal, of Queen’g Univera- 
ity, Kingston, Ont., who stated ho 
was a retired officer of tho .-French 
army, created a diversion by com- 
plaining of the treatment accorded to 
rescued passengers of the Lusitania 
by the Cunard Company. He alleged 
the survivors had the greatest difficul- 
ty in obtaining dry clothes, food, ac- 
commodation or transportation. 


SOUNDED LIKE A MAXIM. 

Prof. Marichal also stated that the 
second explosion on the ship resembled 
the sound which would be caused by 
ammunition, “like 2 Maxim gun.” 
He also charged the company with in- 
difference to the interests of the pass- 
engers in carrying a dangerous cargo, 
and criticized the manner of conduct- 
ing rescue work. 

Counsel .of the Cunard Line then 
read a letter written by Prof. Mari- 
chal to the company after the disas- 
ter, in which dhe writer asked -that 
cash bo’ ddvan on his lost. baggage 
or he would give evidence “not to the 
credit of the company, or the Admir- 
alty."’ 

“Doesn't that impiy that you want- 
ed money to keep your mouth closed ?’’ 
asked Baron Mersey-

‘Toward Krithia 
Allies in Dardanelles Win Nearly 
2 Mile of Ground from Turks 


was won by the allies on the Gallipoli 
Peninsala* on, Monday, ‘when the Bri- 
tish troops, following an intense bom- 
‘pardment by French and British ar- 
tillery, stormed the Turkish front in 
the direction of Krithia heights and 
captured several lincs of trenches. A 
dangerous fort known as the Boomer- 
ang Redoubt was won in a single bril: 
Mant charge, and the British lines were 
advanced nearly a mile, and success- 
fully maintained throughout a subse 
quent Turkish counter-attack. 

The British plan was to take two 
lines of Turkish trenches in one direc- 
tion and five lines in another and Sir 
Jan Hamilton, in a report to the Bri- 
tish War Office, states that “except 
for a small portion of trenches still 
held by the enemy all and more than 
was hoped for from the operations has 
been gained.” On the extreme left the 
now front is considerably beyond the 
anticipated limit and established in a 
position of particular strengtii> 

The British Report 

The full text of the ‘Britizh official 
statement issued today follows: 

“General Sir Jan Hamilton reports 
that the plan of operations on Juno 28 
was to throw forward tho left of his 
line south-east of Krithia, pivoting on 
a point about one mile from the sea, 
and after advancing cast on the ground 
thus gained. This plan entailed the 
capture in succession of two lines of; 
Turkish trenches to the cast of Saghir 
Dere and five lines of trenches to the 
west. 

“An Australian corps was ordered to 
co-operate by making a vigorous de- 
monstration, The action opened nt 6 
o'clock with a bombardment by heavy 
artillery. The assistance rendered by 
the French in this‘bombardment was 
most valuable. 

At 10.20 o'clock tho fleld artillery 
opened fire to cut the wire In front of 


the Turkish trenches, This waa elfec- 
tively done, and its effects on pte of 
tho enemy's trenches near t fen was 


great. The very accurate fire of the 
crulser Talbot and the destroyera Scor- 
pion and Wolverine succeeded In keep- 
ing down his artillery fire from that 
quarter. : 
Boomerang Redoubt Taken 

“At 10.45 a.m. a small Turkish ad- 
vanced work in Saghir Dere, known as 
the ‘Boomerang Redoubt; was assault- 
ed. This little fort, which was very 
strongly situated and protected by ex- 
tra atrong wire entanglements, had 
long been a source of trouble. After 
a special bombardment by a French 
mortar, and while the bombardment of 
the surrounding trenches was at Its 
height, a part of the D6rder Regiment 
at the exact moment prescribed leaped 
from their trenches as one man like a 
pack of hounds pouring out of cover 
and raced across and took the work 
most brilliantly. 

“The artillery bombardment Increas- 
ed Jn Intensity until 11 a.m., when the 
range was lengthened. The Infantry, 
then advanced and an Infantry attack

LONDON June 30.—Tho government 
today took its first step in the direction 
of conscription. 


Walter Hume Long, President of ‘the 
Local Government Board; introduced’a 
national register bill in the House of 
Commons. 

The bills calls for the cnrolment of 
all males of military age, with a state- 
ment of their physical ability to bear 
arms fn case conscription Is found ne- 
cossary. 

Mr. Long remarked that the object 
of the bill was not to coerce labor but 
to secure complete information regard- 
ing the resources of the country and 
to enable them to be satisfactorily 
organized. 

Tho measure secks to classify all 
persons beuow the age of 65 and to as- 
certain the present occupation and di- 
rection whercin service can be render- 
ed by cach.

MURDERER OF DOCTOR 


WAS DANGEROUS MAN 
Holmes Was Demented—Belleved 
to bea Woman in the Case 
That Dr. Harry Williams. knew 
that Hepworth Holmes had homicidal 
tendencies and waa a dangerous man, 
was the statement made by a mem- 
ber of the doctor's family to a Hamil- 
ton Herald reporter. The Herald's 
injorimant stated that the doctor 


knew his case was hopeless, Lut was 
endeavoring to soothe the man and 



































get him to take the train back to the 
sanitarium to spend his last days at 
Gravenhurt. The police think that 
there was » woman in the case. 

“He could not bring himself to the 
point of having the man taken in 
charge,”’ said the informant, “If you 
were « doctor and had labored un- 
ceasingly for # year trying to cure a 
patient who went insane you would 
hate to order that man into the asyl- 
um. Harry knew the man was in- 
sane, and told us so. Just the day be 
fore the murder he said that the man 
was crazy. He was talking to ua on 
the veranda at 52° Markland street. 
his sister told hin to be careful ‘and 
was nervous, but he replied, “That's 
al} right. I’ll just ‘soothe him down 
Gixl Yet tlie poor feNlow to take ‘the 
train back & the sanitarium’ But I be- 
lieve thtat the poor fellow’ didn’t give 
Ifarry a chance ta soothe him down. 
He came to Harry and demanded that 
he take him as a patient. “He came to 
him twice the day before and once the 
day before thay Harry” refused 
to take him as a patient because he 
had no place}to treat hin, and it was 
also not professional etiquette. The 
man should have yone back to the 
sanitarium., We can all see now that 
he should have placed the man in the 
asylum, but if Harry's foresight had 
been as godd as our hindsight noth- 
ing like this would have happened..” 
“Do you know anything about 
Holmes, where he lived during the 
three ‘days that he was here?” 

“I yueas Harry js the only one who 
knew him well.” was the answer. 

That Holmes went to the doctor's 
office fully expecting tragic develop- 
ments is the firm belief of Dr. Harper, 
ho was with him until he died at the 
city hospital at 8.30 last night. He told 
the police today that Holmes had evi- 
dently prepared himself for something 
exceptional. His underclothing was 
of the most expensive make, and 
everything he wore was absolutely 
new, from shoes ‘to collar.” 





POLICE THEORY. 

The theory given credence by the 
police is entirefy different from—~the 
family’s theory. It is believed that 
the two men had a secret that went 
down with them to their graves, The 
police believe that there is a woman 
in the case, and that the double 
tragedy occurred because of her. The 
police will not discuss ‘theory at 
length. 

Conetable Alex. English has two of 
the bullets that were fired by Holmes. 
They are of .38 caliber and are brass 
jacketed. .The bullet that killed Dr. 
Williams entered his head just above 
the left eye. and went through thst 
eye. It did not blow his head off as 
‘iret renorted. . 

A mistake was made when it was 
stated that Dr. Williams was 45 years 
of age. He was 35 years of age and 
a grandson of Bishop Williams. His 
brother, who died in the sanitorium 


at Gravenhurst, wak a young doctor. 


Two brothers, Dr. George Williams

the trenches now two days ‘and 1 
should have written earlier but have 
been so busy and when I had a break 
I would lie down and rest. We had a 
hard “week in the trenches but fortun- 
ately I was spared once again. Poor 
Charlie Ackerman was hit so that 
Dick and I are only officers left of the 
old company. 
Belleville boys are well, except Milton 
Vandervoort and Charles Gibson, who 
were wounded. neither of them ser- 
iously, They will both likely get a 
few weeks. I am writing both their 
parents. 

Our Engineers exploded a mine be- 
fore the Canadians attacked and I 
never expect to see such another 
sight. The earth was thrown up in 
the air and fell some hundreds of 
yards away. It was horrible. Wheth- 
er it was imagination or not I swear 1 
could’ ree numerous bodjes hurled 
thrgugh the air. I was {Informed by 
some Germnn prisoners that there was 
a complete company, 240 strong, 
wiped out by the explosion. After the 
explosion the First Battalion charged 
across and took the German trench. 
I was detailed to take charge of the 
prisoners and it was very interesting. 
The poor fellows were frightened half 
to death. One poor chap told me 
(through an interpreter) that they 
had been told that the English wouyki 
cut thetr throats, and also told Ane 
the Germans had informed him that 
they had taken three million 
prisoners when that Russian fortress 
with the unpronouncable name (Per- 
emysl) fell, They were Saxons and 
had had quite enough of the war. 

\German Soldiers-Want Peace 

They’ said ull the soldiers at the 
front wanted peace. We have n fine 
billet here and are quite comffortable, 
The poor-Woman who lives here has 
had one son killed, one badly wound- 
ed and two are prisoners in Germany. 
She has certainly given her all for 
her country. 1 felt very sorry for her 
when she told me her story, but she 
+ only one of thousands of women in; 
France who have given their whole] 
families to fight for freedom. 

I received your parcel and ‘also one 
which I think came from Mrs. C. J. 
Bowell, althoush there is no card in 
it. It is very kind of her to remind 
me in this way. Poor old Flinton, my 
company Sergeant Major, -broke his 
ankle yesterday, apd -the poor chap 
cried when we were separating. We 
have been together since the start; 
this is our first separation. He has 
been a loyal friend and a wonderful 
help to me. I was glad in a way to 
sea him go. He is no longer a young 
man, but ix 45 yeara old, snd the 
strain was telling on him. He is a 
veteran of Egypt, Crete and South 
Arica and been in the army 26 years. 

The letter contained many personal 
alusions and grectings to many of his 
personal friends in Belleville. He 
steins is good spirits and throughout 
his whole letter shows no discouraze- 
ment.

I told him that my fs- 
norance of military etiquette had Icd 
me to make my request as I lad made 
ft and that it did not matter to whom 
be sent me provided I was permitted 
to bring medicines to those In need. 

I gare bim a few other drugx, keop- 
ing the rest for the general tn chief. I 
was sent to his headquarters attended 
by an ald-decamp, who vouched for 
me, and I found the army commander 
1s cager for my medicines ax the bri- 
gade commander hed been. To iw [£ 
Jeveloped my plan, telling him just 
how 1 proposed to work it. I’must be 
furnished with a Ust of the drugs the 
irmy necded. He asked me bow 1 pro- 
posed to pay for them, and I told hin

They Came From Persia and Wero 

Merely Small Squares of Silk. 

The handkerchief seems Yo have 
been a gift to the world from an- 
clent Persla. In those far back classic 
days {t was a small square of silk, 
the principal ‘use"of which was to 
wipe moisture from the brow. From 
Perala {t passed to Greece, and then 
to Rome, spreading through the reat 
of Europe and becoming a habit with 
the rich. Thence it came to Amer- 
fea, The handkerchief has conquer- 
ed all the grand, divisions of the 
globe. It'did not. early come into 
comeion use, and for centuries it was 
carried only by persons of - wealth 
and fashion as an ornament, as a 
carrler of strong sweet scents or as 
a favor to be worn by a gallant In 
his hat. 

With the spread of the tobacco 
habit after trade with the new found 
Americas had been opened up, the 
use of tobacco in the form of pow- 
der for sniMng up the nose became 
the fashion in the loftier circles of 
society and spread ddwnward 
through the more ordinary ranks of 
people, and it was this habit of stuff 
taking that brought the handkerchief 
into common use as a tollet acces- 
sory, increased Its slze and caused it 
to be made of rather coarser ma- 
terial, ‘ 

The handkerchief has served many 
curlous purposes. Queen Anne of 
England had the text of her speech 
to Parliament, delivered April 8, 
1710, printed on handkerchiefs, and 
in this way got that address into the 
homes of England. The announce- 
ments of the treaty of Utrecht and 
of the victories of Marlborough were 
pristed on handkerchiefs, Handker- 
cblefa In 1745+ were stamped with 
the portraits of ‘the young pretend- 
er’s principal followers with a view 
to alding in their capture, and the 
Stuart party printed on handker- 
chiefs the portralt of George II. that 
his picture might be put to Ignoble 
uses, 

Handkerchiefs. ‘were of many 
abapes, and that now all of them are 
square {s sald to have resulted from 
the fact that Louis XVI., January 2, 
1785, issued an edict at the instance 
of Marie Antoinette that “the length 
of handkerchiefs shall equal -their 
breadth’ henceforth throughout the 
kingdom.” Students of the handker- 
cblef have said that this edict deter- 
mined the shape of the handkerchief 
throughout the world, 

As luxury in dress Increased the 
handkerchief in many cases became 
an object of art and an example of 
rare handicraft. They were some- 
times edged with costly lace and em- 
broidered with armorial bearings and 
mottoes, from which custom bas de- 
scended the present custom of em- 
teres handkerchiefs with in- 
tlals, pons

UDINE, Italy, Joly 6.—Detalls have 
now been received of the taking by the 
Itallans of Zellenkofel peak, west of 
Monte Croce Pass, on June 26, 

> This mountain is over 7,000 feet high 
and is usually ascended from the Aus- 
trian side, as the Italian slope has 
‘ been considered impassable. Tho Aus- 
trians had a fixed observation point 
with forty men well entrenched just 
below the top of the mountain whence 
they signalled with the hellograph to 
thelr artillery below. The  Itallans, 
finding it impossiblo to take the front 
line, which is extremely steep and was 
exposed the whole way to the enemy's 
fire, decided to try the route which 
had been considered impossible. 
Thirty volunteers from the Alpine 
troops, headed’ by two — llegtenants 
climbed the almost perpenditular face 
of the mountain, tied together by ropes 
Notwithstanding the difficulties of the 
ascent they carried a machine gun, in 
pieces, strapped on their shoulders. 
Slowly, and with immense precau- 
tlon, they reached the top overlooking 
the Austrian encampment. They walt- 
ed until night and then opened fire 
with the machine-gun, after which they 
charged with bayonets before the Aus- 
trians had time to recover from their 
surprise. Only one Austrian, the offi- 
cer in command ,escaped. He managed 
to.rush down the miountain side. 

When the sun rose the Italians used 
the heliograph, which had caused so 
much damage, to summon the Alpine 
soldiers below. The latter joined their 
comrades in numbers and made the 
position secure.

Between 60 and 70 Injured—Holiday-Makers from Toronto 
Crashed to Death When Car Jumps the Tracks 











Plunging down the steep curved 
electric line, running wild. of ‘all con- 
trol, a Niagara Falls .ami Victoria 
Park Railway car, .crowded with 
Sunday school picnickers {rom -To- 
ronto, jumped the tracks just above 
the village of Queenston, at 7.40 last 
evening. .The car swerved on the em- 
bankment, careened over on its side 
and ploughed into the ground below. 
Thirteen of its passengers. were killed 
outright or @:-d of theif injuries, and 
over sixty injured. 


CROWDED WITH EXCURSIONISTS 


The tragic accident occurred dpon 
the historic ground of the battle of 
Queenston Heights, The car, which 
was literally’ packed with ¢xcursion- 
ists starding between the scats and 
even hanging on bebind, swayed mad- 
ly round two of the curves on the 
steep incline, swept past the switch 
and plunged from the tracks one hun- 
dred feet from the base of the Heights 
The motorman, Sidney Boyd of Niaz- 
ara Falls, Ont., lost control above the 
village. The car immediately began to 
gain a terrible momentum. The 
sercams nnd cries of the terrified pas- 
sengers attracted the stupefied: alten- 
tion of those above and below, There 
was no possibility to give aid. 





“THE FATAL 3R0 CURVE 

Tro of the sharp curves the madly- 
ly-speeding car negotiated in safety, 
though, and as it swept around them 
spectators held their breath. On the 
third and last curve the car, plunged 
from the rails. It completely jump- 
od the tracks,and, wiping away a trol- 
ley pole as though it were tinder, 
plunged over the embankment. It 
landed upon its side, and ploughed 
for some lew feet along the ground, 
striking a tree, which split the car as 
vy a knife. 


BROKEN TREE DID MOST HARM 
Contact with the tree completely 
wrecked the rear part of the car, and 
the forepart slewed on for some fur 
ther distance, leaving*in its wake a 
trail of debris and crushed bedies. 
"The fearful swiftness with which 
feath had come to come of their com- 
panions and injury to many othere 
had scarcely time to make an impres- 
sion on the passengers at the steamer 
lock below, and te send them swarm- 
ing up the track to-the hillside to he- 
sin the work of rescue, before unex- 
pected help came from twelve soldiers 
Wf the 19th Regiment on guard upon 
the International bridge. They were 
nearer to the scene of the disaster 
than the people on the dock or in the 
village.

CAR WAS OVERCROWDED. 

The car was an open, crossseated 
trolley, and it is estimated that thore 
were 160 people in and on it at the 
time of the disaster. The car would 
normally hold from sixty to eighty 
people, but a rain coming up suddenly 
a rush was made by the crowd until it 
was filled to its utmost capacity. 

As the news of the accident reached 
Queenston Heights the military camp 
at Niagara was promptly communicat- 
ed with by long distance telephone, and 
the entire field“hospital of surgeons, 
nu nd equipment were hurried to 
the scene in automobiles. Relief work 
was done quickly and well. About an 
hour and a half after the accident 
‘there remained only the wrecked car 
and the long row of ‘sheet-covered re-

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Conscription is in 
Canadian Statutes 


Government Could Send Troops 
Abroad In Canada’s ‘Defence’ 


It may surprise many to know that 
at the present time conscription is 07 
the statute books of Canada. “We 
have conscription, or compulsory ser- 
vice in our militia, on statute 
bocks mt the present time, and the 








our 


Canadian militia can be compelled te 
serge abroad hy the simple declara. 
tion of the Governor-in-Council that 
service ubroad is in the defence of 
Canada,” suid a Toronto K.C. to-day. 
Other representative lawyers inter. 
preted the Militia Act as leaving little 
Joubt on the eubject. 

Compulsory service depends upon 
an “emergency,” and an emergency is 
defined as “war, invasion, riot, or in- 
surrection.” _ ° 
* Section Ten, Chapter 41, Volume 1, 
Revised Stautes of Canada, 1906, pro- 
videos for a general call to arms from 
ages of 18 to G@, with certain exemp- 
lions for service in the militia: 

“AN the male inhabitants of Can- 
ada, of the age of eighteen years and 
upwarda, and. under sixty, not ex- 
emptor disqualified by law, and being 
British subjects, shall be liable to ser- 
vice in the militia: Provided that the 
Governor-General may require all the 
male inhabitants of Canada, capable 
of bearing arms to serve in the case of 
a levee en masse." ; 

The decision rests with the Govern- 
or-in-Council, or in other words, with 
the Dominion Cabinet. 

As to service outside the bounds of 
Canada, Section 69 says; “The Gov- 


ernor-in-Council may place the mili- |, 


tia, or any part thereof,on active ser- 
vice anywhere it Canada, and also 
beyond Canada, for the defence there- 
of, at any time when it appears advise 
able so to do by reason of emer. 
gency." 

On the broad question of Canada’s 
defence, a well-known lawyer, said:

WAR STORIES 


Incidents of the Battle- 
Told by the Soldiers 
Themselves 


CANADIANS WENT MAD 
Capt. A. J. Pequegnat, of Stratford, 
Ont., who was at the fighting line in 
France, with the Field Ambulance: of 
the 4th Battalion from February 6th 
to April 27th, being invalided home, 
and who will go back to the front on 
August 12th, passed through Toronto 
this morning on his way home. The 
cesptain arrived in Toronto from 
Montreal on the 7.35 train, and left 
for his home on the 8.40 from the Un- 
jon Station. 
+ Four of the Princess Pats. who have 
returned home on leave of absence 
alter being wounded, accompanied the 
captain. 
“It is nothing short of a miracle 
that any. of the Canadians are left 
who were in that engagement,” said 
Captain Pequegnat, referring to the 
five days’ battle at St. Julien, “Some 
+of the flnest men God ever created 
were killed. Captain C. Geggie of 
Quebee and myself went out for a 
walk the night it started about 7.30. 
We were stationed about 15 miles 
from the firing line.. A heavy bom- 
bardment was going on, and we 
thought it was our troops shelling the 
enemy. 7 
“About 10 o'clock we arrived back 
[At 11 o'clock we were awakeried by 
hearing Major Dorval giving orders 
in front of our lodging-house. Ten 
minutes afterwards our boys were on 
their way to the firing line under 
Col. Ross of Kingston. For five days 
and nights after that there was no 
sleep. The 16th Battalion and the 10th 
were in the trenches at the time the 
4th was called up, and made the ter- 
tific bayonet charge. They just went 
mad.

Germany Claims 
Unfair Treatment 
‘Against France 


BERLIN, via ‘Londen, July 8—Re- 
ports of . continued’ unsatisiactory 
treatment of German‘-prisonera of 
war bythe French have resulted in 
the Germsn Government adopting’ fur. 
ther retaliatory measures in an effort 
to secure better comlitions for them. 


The case foremost in public attention 
here is that of the German cavvalry 
patrol headed by Lieut. von Scbier- 
staedt aud Count 8trachwitz, who 
were caught behind the French Lines 
in the retirement from the Marne ani 
sentenced to five years in the peni- 
tentiary for appropriating the food on 
which they @ved during their three 
weeks of wanderings before they sur- 
rendered. Lieut. vdu> Scherstsedt’s 
sentence provided that he be trans- 
Ported to the penal colony in French 
Gulana. 

The members of the patrol, despite 
all efforts 10 change this sentence, are 
still confined in the military peni- 
tentiary at Avignon, it-is reported, 
and are treated the same as French 
military criminals. Lieut. von Schier- 
staedt ig seid ‘to have gone insane un- 
der the treatment and to have ‘been 
sent to’tn asylum. 

Six French officers today were tease 
ferred in retaliation to the military 
prison at Bpandau, They will be yiv- 
en the same treatment us the patro} 
members until the latter are treated 
as regular prisoners of war, it is an- 
nounced. 

Fifty other French officers were tak- 
en from officers’ prison camps and 
sent to Fort Zorndorf, near Kuestrin, 
in an effort to force better treatment 
of fifty German officers at Fort Entre- 
tauk; France. These Germans, it is 
said, fe held in strict arrest in four 
casethenta of the French fort and are 
allowed to leave their cells only an 
hour daily. Officers who are prisoners 
on the other hand, full treedom ‘of 
movement within the limits of the 
canips and can exchange visits. They 
are hot even locked up at night, mere: 
ly being pledged to remain © within 
their sleeping quarters. 

The Government announces that if 
further complaints are received the 
retaliatory treatment will be extend- 
2d to other French officers, and calls 
French attention to the statement 
that many more French than German 
officers are prisoners 

One cause of the Franco-German 
complications regarding prisonera vf 
war dates back to the Franco-Prus- 
sian war, Officer prisoners were often 
granted additional liberties upon giv- 
ing their word of honor not to at- 
tempt to escape, Germany hag not ex- 
tended this privilege to French pri- 
sorers in this war, it being stated that 
there was wholesale breaking of pa- 
tole by French officers to join Gam- 
betta's armies in 1871 and that the

Eleven thousand Austrians and Ger 
mans, several dozen machine guns, 
and a fisg were captured by the Rus- 
sians and the enemy diven fn full re- 
treat In the engagement which the 
Russians began on the road to Lublin, 
on the flank of the Teutonic armics 
advancing against Warsaw from the 
south. The Russians are pursuing the 
enemy, on whom the official statement 
of the Russian War Office, recetred 
tonight, saya: “Our men dealt terrible 
blows.” 

This offensive was begun in the sec- 
tors of Urzendoff and Bysterijitza, and 
appears to have taken the enemy com:

_ CHIEF JUSTICE HOWELL 
IN THE WIENFSS BOX. 


* Chief Justice Howell appeared in 
the witness box in Winnipeg on 
the 7th inst., and gave his version 
of the part he played in the graft 
investigation... It will be for the 
feader to judge how far he was 
justified in allowing himself to be 

“Gnterviewed, and in listening to the 
seductive appeals of the interested 
parties, and their solicitors. 

‘The interviewers consisted of Mr. 
Hudson,’ the present Attorney-Gen- 
eral, Mr. Phippen, and Chief Jus- 
tice Howell. The interview, says 
Mr. Hudson, *‘was private and con- 
fidential, and he resented the idea 
that it had ever been made public. 
It had strained the relations be- 
tween one gentleman and himself.”* 

No doubt the. Norris Attorney- 
General, would like to have that 
little episode in the negotiations 
kept secret. Who betrayed con- 
fidence has not yet transpired. 


Mr. Phippen commenced by telling 
the Chief Justice that he was acting 
for Kelly, and did not think it was 
fair to go on with the Royal Commis- 
sion investigation into Kelly's affairs, 
when it was proposed to institute a 
civil action. 

He then produced a memorandum 
stating that Sir R. Robkin would ad- 
mit in his letter to the Lieutenant- 
Governor that all the,charges mado by 
Mr. Hudson were substantially cor- 
rect. It seemed to the Chief Justice 
~that since the Government had plead- 
ed, guilty, why go on with the Com- 
mission’ The terrible expense to the 
country of the commixsion was dis- 

_ eussed. Mr. Hudson said the first 
thing the Liberals would do if in 
_ power would be to institute an action 
against K to get the money hack. 
Mr. said he did not believe 
in’ inquisitorial proceedings, that it 
was an un-English way of proceedings. 

Mr. Phippen asked Chief Justice 
Howell to see Chairman Mathers of 
the ‘Royal Commission, and suggest 
holding the Commission in aberance, 
pending investigation br the new Gor- 
ernment, 

The question of making an interim 
reports if the Commission were agroe- 
able, was sbicussed Zalter which it was 
eugeened t t the Commission suspend 
un! the Government later wanted 
the Commission's assistance in clearing 
things up. . 

“There must be no bargain,” he 

uoted ‘Mr. Hudson as saying. The 

ief Justice also said Sir Rodmond’s 
statement, as publithed in the papers, 
did not. agree with his alleged sdraie, 
sion, us read to him by Mr. Phippen.

Cats In the Trenches. 
There have been instances of lost 


every side. - Shattered gables poised | gogs and cats actually venturing Into 


the British trenches during an engage- 
ment. Some of them lived in cottages 
lne—Iong since de- 
stroyed—and clung to the remnants of 
others strayed a long dis- 
A nondescript dog with an Ar- 
menticres address on his collar turned 
up near Wytschaete early one morning 
spent the’ day with a Territorial bat- 
talion, disappeared at dusk and was 
never seen again, 

A west-country Yeomanry conting- 
ent was adoptedby a black cat In the 
thick of a fight near Fortuin in May. 
The cat survived a bombardment 
which killed many men and has since 
lived sumptuously in billets with an 
identification disc around its neck, 

Bombardments affect different ani- 
mals in different ways. Dogs, as a rule 
show great distress when shells burst 
near them, and howl piteously. On 
the other hand, they have been known 
to dash along the front of a trench 
during fnfantry fire, barking ‘and ap- 
parently enjoying the nolse. Cats— 
Judging by the few instances related 
to me—do not care whether they are 
shelled or “machined” as long as they 
have a dry corner and food when they 
are hungry. 

Horses appear absolute indifferent 
to shell-fire. I have seen ploughmen— 
and plosghwomen—driving them down 
a furrow a few hundred yards from 
bursting shells, and they did not show 
the slightest concern. 


The Evening Hate 


The other afternoon I stood at a cer- 
tain observation post, and watched the 
Gorman Evening Hate, which is  ex- 
preased in high explosives. Shells sang 
wickedly across~the fields. Down a 
country lane came an old farmer and 
his horses, tramping atolidly to the 
little wooden stable, as they had done 
for years at the close of the day. They 
never looked up at the — sunset sky 
where a British seroplano was also 
wending its way home, with balls of 
shrapnel smoke floating in {ts wake, 
or pausing to regard the greater bom- 
bardment just beyond the next farm. 

The farmer—and doubtless the 
horses as well—knew the set program 
of the day, and it did not trouble them 
atall. One can become accustomed to 
anything—even to German shells,

NIAGARA FALLS, Ont., July 9.— 
Six wounded returned to Toronto, 
three more are almost ready to g° 
back, two seriously ill and thirteen 
injured are doing nicely. This is the 
curief story. of the conmlition of the 
injured at Niagara Falls to-day, two 
days after the wreck at Queenston. 

The splendid staff of the Nisgara 
Falls General Hospital is doing all in 
its power to look after the eighteen 
wounded who yet remain within the 
doors of the vine-clad building. The 
Niagara Falls Gencral Hospital is a 
twenty-bed hospital, with one operat. 
ing room, yet it has looked after twen- 
ty-four wounded. Eight surgeons han- 
dled the twenty-four cases, ranging 
from amputations to fractures, and 
were xtill on the job thie morning. 

STORIES OF WRECK VICTIMS 

NIAGARA FALLS, Ont. duly 9.— 
This is the story of the Queenston ac- 
cident as told: by Mrs. William Keats, 
jr.. 290 Bilver Birch avenue, Toronto, 
whose daughter, Dorothy, seven years 
old, was killed, and who lies injured 
at the general hospital here: 


“It is all terrible, that I do not

There is heavy fighting 
at several points in the west, notably 
in the’ Woevre distriet, where the 
French regained some of the ground 
which they had lost to the southwest 
of St. Mihiel, and at Souchez, where 
the French mado a slight advance. 
But there is no evidence as yet of the 
arrival of any new armies, which 
Lutch reports persistently repeat are 
being moved through Belgium. :

In- the early seventies the lumber 
industry was the Jeader in Belleville. 
It_was quite an ‘Important.’ one for 
nearly ten’ years longer, but it was in 
the heydey of its glory: in 1873, the 
year in which the large mills of the 
Rothbuh Company | were destroyed. 
ese mills wero located on Mill Is- 
land, in the mouth of the harbor, on 
tie ‘site of what is now.” -known as 
Queen Victoria Park. The biggest 
sing!é industry of Belleville went up in 
smoke on that morning in 1873 on 
which the fire started. Many people 
think that Belleville never did recover 
from the setback it received when the 
Rathbun Company transferred {ts 
business to Mill Point, 18 miles down 
the bay. The company offered to re- 
establish its plant under certain condi 
tions of lease and taxation, but the 
city fathers of that day would not as- 
sent to the proposal, so the Rathbuns 
took thelr business to Mill Polnt, 
where they also had large mills, and 
that little. village throve amazingly. 
Mill Point later was rechristened “Des- 
eronto,” the beautiful Indian name-by 
which it originally was known. 


To give you some idea of the {m- 
portance Mill Point assumed after the 
accession of ihe Rathbun Company's 
Belleville business, let ma point out 
that In the late seventics the output: of 
lumber was 22,000,000 fect per ‘day. 
The docks had a frontage of nearly 
two miles and in one year nearly 400 
vessels cleared with lumber products 
before October 1. You can readily see 
what a crimp the Joss of the Rathbun 
Company put In Belleville. The Rath- 
buns also had a mill at Rossmore, 
comménly known as Ferry Point, but 
which properly was Point Hennessq. 

The old Mill Island was neglected 
entirely and quite useless up to the 
time {t was filled in and converted into 
a park. When I was.a kid, in the 
early eighties, the {sland was in many 
spota full of what you might term 
“sawdust quicksand,” for you had to 
be careful or you would go right down 
through the sawdust {nto the water. 
This was caused bythe action of the 
waters of the bay, which made inroads 
through the eaten-out piling. 

A picturesque feature in the life of 
Belleville passed away with the death 
of the lumber industry. I refer to the 
annual “drive,” when thousands yes, 
hundreds of thousands—of Iogs and Im- 
mense numbers of great square tim- 
bers, were floated down the Moira from 
the great lumber camps, 60 to 100 
miles back, to Belleville. There they 
were sorted out at what was known as 
“The Gap.”

The logs 
were made Into rafts for the different 
mills and then were towed away. Some 
rafts went to the mills of Belleville, 
others to Mill Point, Amellasburg, 
Shannonvillo,.Ferry Point and Tren- 
ton while many were towed all the way 
down the ‘bay and through the St 
Lawrence River. /* 

A great boom, made of timbers about

This wil to govern 
may find its channels of expression 
along other than international ot 
tribal lines, it may seek its object 
through civil political and religious 
“channels as well. Thus one school of 
Shought, one political creed, or one 
religious method may seek to impose 
iteelf upon another and to destroy it, 
from one of many motives. 

In the case of political or religious 
ambitions the struggle to conquer snd 
sontrol, may be free, but often is not, 
from violence of blood, but when,na- 
tional ambition breaks its legitimate 
bounds it results inevitably in war 
and bloodshed. This national am- 
bition may be due to one or more 
causes. It may be due to a need of 
more territory, a desire to have more 
space or scope for expansion; a selfish 
ambition to posseas—to own more and 
greater areas.

Im the second place # coi- 
munity of people may fee] themselves 
entrusted with a great purpose in 
work! progress; and endowed with in- 
stitutions which it is the Divine wil) 
that others should possess by fair 
means or foul.

Almost every square yard of this 
region is marked by miniature craters 
caused by exploding shells. Spots 
where shells penetrated the earth 
without exploding are indicated by 
signs bearing the words “Live shell.” 

“One line of the German worke was 
just below the summit of a steep 
slope, which from the nature of the 
ground, could not be shelled without 
danger to the French position » Hittle 
higher up. The Germans were shel- 

tered in dugouts under the hillsides, 
and theirjFrench assailants, sliding or 
jumping down into the trenches, were 
shot or bayoneted from caves The 
line finally was taken by tossing 
grenades by the basketful into the 
trenches, until so many of the de- 
tenders in the concaved shelters were 
killed or wounded that they were too 
weak to resist an assault. Every 
curve or angle in the miles of laby- 
rinthian cuttings has its Cord of trag- 
ery and heroism. 

In the party which went “over this 
groum and Ynto the firing trenches 
within calling distance of the Ger- 
man lines with the Associated Press 
correspondent—were Owen Johnson, 
Arnold Bennett, Walter Hale, the art- 
ist, and George H. Mair of the Brit- 
ish Foreign Office.

LUSITANIA’S DESTROYER 
- CAPTURED BY BRITISH 


NEW YORK, Joly 11—The German 
submarine which sank. the Lusitania 
has bee#@ captured by the British in 
one of the English Channel nets, and 
the officers and crew imprisoned. 

This was the statement made today 
by Lewis Charles is. fifteen-year. 
old son of a in the firm of 
Lewis & Lewis of 581 Filth avenue, 
who arrived with his aunt, Mrs. J. 
Stumonds, who corroborated the 
boy’s story, on the American finer St. 
Paul. 

Young Lewis said that, two weeks 
before the Bt Paubsteft England his 
father, who is closely connected with 
Government sources of information, 
told him of the capture. 5 

The crew were quietly placed in 
prison and no mention made of the 
capture, because the British Govern- 
ment feared an uprising of the people 
and a general public demand that the 
crew be hanged. , 

“The submarine was either the U-24 
or the U-29, I can’t remember which,” 
said Lewis. “The officers after their 
capture admitted it was their boat 
which destroyed the Lusitania” *

Heroic Exploit Of 
French Company 


PARIS, July 11.—The heroic ex- 
ploit of the 6th Company of the 7th 
Battalion-of Chasseurs, who, surround- 
ed by vastly superior forces, held out 
for four days uutil relieved during the 
fighting which made the French mas- 


ters of Hilsenfirst Mountain in Alsate;

Adopting a ruse, the Germans com- 
pletely encircled the company, which 
consisted of five officers, one of whom 
was wounded, and 137 men, 24 of whom 
were wounded. 

On tho following-day, June Lith, the 
Germans attacked in columns four deep 

1 the face of a hot rifle and machine 
gun fire, The French position waa 
extremely critical. When a 75-centi- 
metre gun in the rear opened fire on 
the enemy many were killed and the 
others fed, leaving the ground strewn 
‘with bodies. 

Daring the night the Captain rest- 
ed his men and at dawn a sub-lieuten- 
ant with a handful of men surprised 20 
Germans, killing three, wounding two 
and capturing three,

was established with the French lines. |” 


On making their plight known the 
Cliasseurs joyiully .learned that an- 
other battalion woukl attack that 
night and relieve them. Two or three 
attempts wore unsuccessfully made by 
the relieving battalion, amd the fourth 
day dawned with the heroic 6th Com- 
pany atill entrenched in the quadran- 
gular space which the Captain had 
hurriedly fortified.” The wounded were 
suffering badly. Food was desperate- 
ly scarce, although during the night 
a patrol went out on a foray and 
brought in some German canned 
meats. 

Early on the fourth day the Ger- 
mans attacked the position, When 
the French ammunition was exhausted, 
however, the defenders rolled huge 
rocks on the foe, crushing many and 
checking their offensive. 

On the same night after a terrific 
bombardment of the German lines the 
French battalion relieved ‘their com- 
rades. The force bad only two killed 
and three wounded and left no prison- 
ers. It inflicted severe on the 
enemy and captured ten men, one ma- 
chine gun, several rifles and 4,000 
cartridges, 

.The General commanding in the Voa- 
ges army conferred on the brave men 
the title “Sidi Brahim Company,” in 
remembrance of their heroic episode.

Wat to Do, and What Not to Do, 
In Order To Be ’ 


To take abelter durigg a thunder. 
storm beneath a solitary treo, or un- 
der an open’ shed or barn, or to be 
the most prominent object in a field 
or on. a common, js to court death. 
People are continually being warped 
of this danger, but the warning {a 
often ignored. 

As the eminent: acientiats, Sir Ray 
Lankeater, who says tbat all children 
should. be warned: against secking 
shelter in.a thunderstorm onder any 
aolitary, upstanding shed, tree, or 
group-of trees, points out, such dan- 
ger can, to a large extent, bo avoided 
{f people: will only behave In accord- 
ance with the dictates of knowledge 
and experience, The danger of peo- 
ple standing under. a tree during a 
thunderstorm really arises from the 
fact that the shed or the tree stands 
out high above the surrounding sur- 
face, and its top is the nearest pofnt 
for some distance ‘round to the thun- 
der cloud, and Is likely to “‘attract’ 
the electric discharge, or to serve 
as the passage of the electricity from 
the cloud to the earth. iN 

It is equally dangerous to be the j 
moat prominent object in a field or 
common during a thunderstorm, In- 
deed, more persons aro struck and 
killed in this way than when shelter- 
{ng under. trees. What, then, is 2 
man or woman or child to do when 
caught fn the open in a thunder- 
storm? They may take shelter, says 
Bir Ray Lankester in a wood, though 
not under any {solated tree nor un- 
der a long high bedgerow. 

They should ask for shelter In any 
srallable house or cottage. Failing 
this, they may (as goats and sheep 
and cattleAlo) get. under a low-lying 
rock-face/ or into a ditch, or dry hole, 
or even, {f the etorm ts close round 
them, Ife flat on the ground. It is lesa 
dangerous to be wet through than 
dry, since wet clothes may, and have 
before now, saved'a man’s Nfe owing 
tothe fact that. they are good con- 
ductors, and allow the electric cur 
feos to’ pass away without obstruc- 

on, 

When you are in a house during a 
close and immediate thunderstor= 
you should keep the window shut ane 
avoid placing yourself between twe 
large and prominent conductors o: 
electricity, such -as the watespipe or’ 
Bas main (if yourtplumber has per- 
mitted you to know where they are) 
and the fireplace. [f the house is a 
detached one or a corner house, and 
the storm Is close, you will be acting 
reasonably if you retire Into the base- 
ment until the storm fs over. 

it is Important that everyone 
should be able to Judge of the near- 
ness or distance of a thunderstorm. 
The pound of:tho thunder, caused by 
tha. heating and sudden expansion of 
fhe alr by ihe great electric spark 
imhich we call.a Nash of Nghtning,” 
tfavels a mile In five seconds. When 
there 1s an interval between the flash 
‘and the sound of the thander of two 
seconds or more, tho storm {a for the 
Ume being at a safe distance, but 
when the Interval is only a second or 
{eaa tho storm Is close, and any prom- 
inent object near you, or rou your 
nelf, may Ra niguck.

Imperial 
Studies, with an introduction of some 
twenty-four preguant pages by Mr. 
Low, an apprendix called “France in 
War Time,” also by Mr. Low, and six 
addresses, the chief of which is alsa 
by Mr. Low, and {s entitled ‘The 
British Empire.” The other contribu- 
tors are Mr. Paul Studer, who speaks 
for France, Mr. Alexis Aladin for Rus- 
sia, Mr. Paul Hemelius for Belgium, 
‘Mr. R. W. Seaton Watson for Servia, 
and Mr. J. H. Longford for Japan. 

A Natural Union 

No student, or even casual lover of 
books, ‘and certainly no patriot, 
should hesitate.to read this remark- 
able little volume," because it is a 
symposium of several minds. Through 
every address there runs one common 
dea, an attempt to reveal the spirit 
of each of the allied nations, and in 
that revelation there emerges always, 
through every page and chapter, the

With merciless knowledge he declar- 
es that the present war had its origins 
fur back in the Congress of Vienna,

British Smash 
Last Raider 





Cruiser Konigsberg Shattered by 
‘Two Monitors and Two 
Cruisers 





LONDON, July 12.—(Special)—The 
Admiralty announces that the German 
cruiser Koenigsberg, which in the fall 
of last year took refuge from the Bri- 
tish fleet in the Rufiji River in Ger- 
man East Africa, has been totally 
wrecked by British river monitors. 
The Koenigsberg was a vessel of 3,48 
tons, and had a speed of about 23 
knots. She was a protected cruiser. 
The announcement of the Admiralty 
follows :— 

“Since the end of ‘last October the 
Koenigsberg had been sheltering gome 
distance up the Rufiji River in a posi- 
tion which rendered attack agai her 
most difficult, only shallow draught 
hips being able to get sufficiently 
close to engage the cruiser effectively. 

“Two months ago the Admiralty de- 
cided to send two river monitors, 
namely, the Severn, Captain Eric Ful- 
Jerton, and the Mersey, Commander 
Robert A. Wilson, to assist the Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the Cape station, 
Vice-Admiral H. King Hall, in these 
operations. t 

“The position of the Koenigsberg 
was accurately located hy ‘aircraft, 
and as‘soon as the monitors were ready 
the operations were begon. On the 
morning of July 4*the monitors enter- 
ed the rive? and opened fire, to which 
the Koenigsberg lied immediately, 
firing salvos with fie guns with ac- 
curacy and rapidity. The Mersey was 
hit twice and four mon wero killed and 
foug- wounded by one shell. 

“As the Koenigsberg was surrourtd- 
ed by a jungle, the aeroplanes exper- 
ienced great difficulty in locating the 
fall of our shot. She was hit fire times 
carly in the actlon, but aftcr the 
monitors had fired for six hours the 
aeroplanes reported that the Koenigs- 
berg’s masts were still standing. 

“A salvo then burst on her and she 
caught fire heavily between: the masts. 
She continued to fire with one gun In- 
termittently for a while, but for the 
lust part of the engagement she did 
not fire at all, either on ‘account of 
lack of ammunitidh or the disablement 
of her guns, Although not totally de- 
stroyed as a result of this engagement, 
she probably was incapacitated. 

“The task of the monitors was an 
extremely perplexing one, owing to the 
difficulty of spotting shots, but they 
were atsisted by H. M.S. Weymouth, 
Captain D. Crampton, on which ship 
the Commander-in-Chief flew his flag 
and which followed them ‘across the 
bar of the river and engaged the small 
‘guns on the bank, while H.M.S. Pion- 
eer, Acting Commander T. W. Biddle- 
combe, Royal Australian Navy, en- 
gaged the guns at the mouth of the 
river. 

“To complete the destruction of the 
Koenigsberg, the Commander-in-Chief 
ordered a ‘further attack on July 11, 
and a telegram now has been received 
stating that the ship is a total wreck. 
In thia last engagement our casual- 
ties were only two men wounded on 
fhe Mersey.”” in

Busy 


Readers 


After enjoying one hundre® years 
of peaceful negotiations with our near- 
est neighbors and indulging. in‘ only 
a few disturbances that didnot call 
for mounted hosts or the develop- 
ment of a transport system of great 
efficiency, it igs not remarkable that 
Canadians sho»ld desire information 
about the types of animels required 
to carry on a war of artillery invol- 
ving millions of men and horses. For- 
tunately we in Canada have | been 
trained to appreciate the drafter, the 
roadster. or the carriage horse along 


constructive industries possible, but; 
now there comes a call from’across the 
waters for horses with peculiar quali- 
fications. The animals required may 
be useful in their present sphere, but 
in the zone to which they will be 
transported’ they are discussed in the 
language of war not of peace, and 
terms spplied 
{rom those we ¢ommonly hear. In 
order to convey tovour readers further 
information about the types of horses 
desired by the Remount Commission 
we visited an assembling depot where 
over 900 horses purchased by the Corn- 
mission in Western Ontario are: sta- 
tioned.” ; 
Horses are desired for the guns that 
weigh from 1,250 to 1,300 pounds. They 
must be sound, firm of bone, not 
coarse, and give evidence of being ac- 
tive and strong. Animals may mea- 
sure up to these demands and yet in- 
dicate an.itritable or nervous tempera- 
ment, Such are not the best gunners 
for they are likely to give trouble 
when in or near action, and the buy- 
ers ate sometimes obliged to ‘urs 
down an otherwise good candidate on 
account of anticipated bad conduct at 
the front. Both the gunners shown 
us were firmly-knit individuals, wide 
between the eyes, ‘agreeable and 
docile. | 
The transport horse will do with less ¢ 
speed and activity than the runner, | 
but he must have more weight and 
strength. However the duties of the 
transport animals are not those of our 
heavy drafter. They must move 
quickly at times with their loads, The 
remarks rezarding #mperament in 
the gunner are applicable to transport 
horses, they muat not be irritable or 
nervous. The Commiasion are lovk- 
ing for horses that weigh from 1.- 
109 to 1.500 pounds, with the confor- 
mation that indicates appetite and ca- 
pacity for a good nieal. They must 
be clean, strong-boned specimens, and 
the animals gathered by the buyers 
did not possess any great amount of 
feather on their legs. These are the 
kind desired for transport purposes. 
A trooper’s life often depends on his 
Mount.’ For the cavalry the best 1s 
none too good. The average horse de- 
sired by the buyers in Western On- 
tario will stand from 15-2 to 15-3 hands 
high and will weigh from 1400 to 1, 
150 pounds. ‘in weight. The aver- 
age trooper will weigh from 165 to 170 
pounds, and his equipment will weigh 
another hundred pounds, so the 
thount ‘is required to carry in’ the 
vicinity of 270 pounds over all kinds 
of reads, ‘fields, hills and dangerous 
places. Surefootedness is another 
prime requisite. With the weight of 
the rider and the varied character’ of 
the ground: over which this type, of 
horse must operate, only animals with 
complete control-of their feet will be 
trusted. The true kind of a cavalry 
horse hax n short back which is al- 
most covered by the saddlp, They are!

Grant of $5,000 to the Children's Aid Shelter New Building Re- 
ferred to Executive Committee—Pinnacle Street 
Pavement Proposition Lald Over 





At the Council meeting last evening 
a deputation from the Children's 
Aid Society requested 2 graft of $5,000 
towards the erection of a new Shel- 
ter. The question of pavement for 
Pinnacle street was laid over for\fur- 
ther consideration. . 

The members present were Mayor 
Panter, Alderman Woodley, Wall- 
bridge,- Platt, Smith, McFee, Duck- 
worth, Karle. 

The Council went into committee 
of the whole on reports, communica- 
tions ete. Ald. Woodley in the chair. 

The accounts recommended to be 
paid by the various committees were 
pessed and the following recommenda- 
tions were disposed of: 

“That the charge fur license for au- 
tomobiles used -for livery be $8.00 per 
year and that a bylaw be prepared.” 

Mayor Panter considered that a uni- 
form charge should be made in this 
matter, It was not altogether fair that 
some vehiclea should pay $8 and oth- 
ers of a staller type the same. 

The recommendation on nio- 
tion waa referred buck to the Execu- 
tive Committee.

CHILDREN’S SHELTER. 

Mr. Thomas Ritchie addressed the 
Council in reference to the furnishing 
of a shelter for the Children’s Aid So- 
ciety.

“The 
County Council had made a grant of 
$5,000 towards the erection of, a new 
shelter, which was necessary. The cost 
of the building and grounds would be 
about $16,000. Mr. Ritchie dealt at 
some length on the importance of the 
work and the necessity of a suiteble 
building being erected for housing and 
taking charge of the children who are 
inmates. of the shelter. Tho cost of 


maintaining the shelter was consider-| . 


ablo. He would ask the.City Council 
to make a grant equal to that of the 
County, namely, $5,000. A number of 
private citisens have signified their 
willingness to contribute towards the 
erection of the proposed building. He 
was awaro that the finances of the city 
were not flourishing at present, but 
he would be willing to purchase the de- 
bentures for the amount numed if the 
Council would make the grant. He 
hoped the Council could see their way 
clear to make the grant. ETM 
Mr. H. F, Ketcheson said if the 


Council would make the grant the 
shelter would be built this year. He 
was fally aware that the financial sit- 
uation this year was * not rosy. He 
would leave the mittet in the Council's 
hands, 

Mr. H.W. Wrightmeyer endorsed 
the remarks of the previous speaker 
and referred to the necessity of a now 
shelter building. 

Mayor Panter said all were in hearty 
accord with the Children’s Aid Society 
and the needs of a new building. The 
Council did some time ago make a re- 
commendation that $3,000 be granted 
towards tho erection of a new shelter. 
Tho Executive Committee of the Coun- 
cil would consider the matter and eee 
what could be done. This was a year 
of stringency and every economy would 
have to be considered. - 

Mr. Ketcheson thanked the Mayor 
and Councillors for listening to the 
doputation.

jointly noted by the suspension of 
Zeppelin raids on the east coast. The 
article says thet over a month has 
passed since the LZ-33 was destroyed 
ini its shed at Evere, and the LZ37 
was brought to the ground by Lieut. 
|Warneford. The writer adds: 

“The aerial offensive of the Zeppel- 
ins, in short, has been broken. I do 
not: pretend that there will be no 
more raids while the war.

A neutral correspondent in Germany 
has written an interesting account of 
one of these prisoners’ camps. It is 
usually surrounded by a high wooden 
fence, surrounded in turn hy an out- 
sr bristling web of double barbed wire. 
Between the two fences there is a pas- 
sage ;for the guarl. Along one side 
run the guard houses and offices, the 
kitchens, canteens, bath bouses for 
the.prisoners, and then the prison bar- 
racks proper. There are no windows, 
pnly skylights in a awping roof. On 
« layet of tarred paper wooden berths 
are built along the walls, leaving. room 
for a passage in the middle. This is 
in the newest camps; in other camps 
prisoners sleep on sacks filled with 
wood shavings, which are raised up 
along the walls during the day, 

Food regulations are much the same 
in_all camps. The basis for the dis- 
tribution of food is 2700 calories (heat 
units) declared by German science to 
be necessary for the maintenance of 
a tolerable existence. 

This is administered in the form of 
black bread and soup, a diet which 
gives the Canadian prisoner an acute 
sense of starvation. If he has money 
he is allowed to buy extra food and 
tobacco in a canteen. The prisoners 
themselves do the work in the kitch- 
ens, serve the food and perform all 
the other menial tasks in the camps. 
They are allowed to amuse themeelves 
as best they can by primative theatri- 
cals and some games. 

“When I asked how they were 
treated.” says this correspondent, I 
received conflicting answers, One zen- 
eral conclusion, I drew, however, 
namely that many are without friends 
to send them gifts of food, clothing 
and other necessities. [ was much 
impressed by the desirability of one 
central ‘cganization for the distri- 
bution of gifts to British prisoners.”

The U-51 performed one of the most 
notable exploits of the war by proceed- 
ing from Wilhelmshaven to Constan-

elles May 25, she torpedoed and sank 
the British battleships Triumph and 
Majestic and then made a safe passage 
to the Ottoman capital. Her command- 
er, Captain Otto Herzing, was awarded 
the Orde Pour Le Merite by Kaiser 
Wilhelm for the Constsntinople trip. 

No accurate statistics of the size of 
the U-51 are available, but sho was 
credited with being one of the most 
powerful submersibles ever construct- 
ed. 

One of its notable exploits consisted 
in getting past the British ficet at Gi- 
braltar. It did this by using five small 
Spanish steamers as a decoy, slipping 
through while these were being chas- 
ed.

Strange Story: 
From Germany 


Filth Royals Have Only 37 Left 
—Alleged to Have Been 
Deserted 


The appended story is contained in 
correspondence from Canadian prison- 
crs in the prison camp at the under- 
noted place. 

Goettingen, Germany, July 1.—Late 
in February the Fifth Royals, one of 
the crack Canadian regiments, elerer 
hundred strong, left Montreal, en route 
for England and the great European 
war. Less then four months later, after 
weeks in the trenches at Ypres, only 
thirty-seven of thosé eleven hundred 
men were known to remain alive and 
they are prisoners in the great mili- 
tary camp here. 

Overpowered by tire gases wafted to- 
wards their It!ons, deserted by col: 
ored troops supposed to come to their 
support, all but decimated by the dead- 
ly German fire, the little band of four 
non-commissioned officers and 33 pri- 
vates were easy prey. Before they re- 
gained consclousness they were In cap- 
tivity. 











Think all Wiped Out 

Tho thirty-seven at Goettingen hope 
that some of thelr brave regiment may 
have escaped and may still be fighting 
but they do not belleve it Thoy were 
on the outskirts of the gas ‘columns 
that swept over the the trenches, and 
they did not have to breathe the nox- 
fous fumes in their fall strength.

+ The appeal in the first case was 
against the decision of Mr. Justice 
; Lennox In the case df Mackell v. the 
Board of Trustees of the Roman Cath- 
olic Separate Schools for the city of 
Ottawa. The Board of Trustees had 
delegated ita powers and duties to the 
Chairman so as to escape a threaten- 
ed injunction and in the use of the 
delegated powers he had discharged 
all the teachers and closed the schools. 
Mr. Justice Lennox had ruled that this 
action was illegal, deciding In favor 
of the plaintiffs, a minority of the 
School Board, who brought action to 
compel the board to conduct the school 
according to departmental! regulations 
fn the teaching of English and the em- 
ploying of qualified teachers and to 
prevent the sale or disposal of certain 
debentures. 

“The appellants attack the validity 
of Regulation 17 upon two grounds,” 
saya Sir William. “(1) That it is ul- 
tra vires the Department of Education 
and (2) that §f authorized by Provin-

Declaratory Act Final 

“The first objection {se no longer open 
to the appellants because of the declar- 
atory act passed at the last session of 
the Provincial Legislature,” continues 
the judgment. As for the second ob- 
Jection, the only rights and privileges 
{the French-speaking population pos- 
seas are those given by an act of 1863 
it says, and the purpose of Section 93 
of the British North America act ts to 
prevent the enactment of any law re- 
lating to education which would pre- 
judicially affect these. 

“I'am unable to find anything which 
supports the contention of the learned 
counsel for the appellant that the right 
to use the French language in the sep- 
arate schools of the Province was guar- 
anteed by treaty or otherwise to the

WORK AT LANGEMARCK 





Sergt. Spafford Replies to Montreal Critics, Who Asked What 


the Artillery Were Doing in That Battle

Belgium, June 30th, 1915. 

Fo the Editor of The Intelligencer. 
My Dear Sir,—1 note with keen in- 
terest and much satisfaction an edi- 
torial regarding our artillery at 
Langemarck. I deeply appreciate the 
attitade you assumed and the able de- 
fence on behalf of our local artillery- 
men, and fortunately I am to an ex- 
tent cnabled to enligtten the Journal 
of Commerce or any other publication 
in Montreal on the subject of their 
cfiticism—the work of our artillery on 
the memorable occasion which’ they 
mention. Fortunately, 1 am pleased 
to assy, I was cycwitness of some. bf the 
most inspiring and gallant exploits 
when the battle of three days’ duration 
was at its beight.

Let 
me further state in justice to the ar- 
tillery, that when the infantry are 
under heavy shell fire in their trenches 
they cannot tell positively whether it 
ia friends’ or foes’ shells that are com- 
ing or going, in the heat of -battle 
Therefore, many times we have been 
accused of not supporting the infantry 
when we haye in turn shelled the Ger- 
man trenches equally as heavily as 
they shelled oure. Furthermore will 
those who: have read the: accounts of 
the different phases of the Langemarck 
a@air please note that the phaso of the 
situation that normally exists here was 
for the time being entirely changed— 
communications cut between tho in- 
fantry and its supporting artillery.

Our artillery of- 
ficera ond our artillery telephonists, 
who, I am proud to say, sonie are are 
wearing D. C. M’s for this same piece 
of gallantry. Why were we mention- 
ed in despatches? Why do the names 
of our artillersmen persistently appear 
on the roll of honor since Langemarek? 
Why do I eee so many vacancies in the 
ranks of my own section? Because 
the missing—hcroes of the firat water 
—died only as any yood artilleryman 
and soldier dies—doing his bit. 

I have gaid I witnessed many brave 
and gallant exploits of our artillery on 
that oceasion, I herewith cite another. 

I saw a battery dash up in the open 
to the brow of the crest I mention in 
my brief narrative and go into action 
under heavy shell fire. I saw them 
training their guns on the Germans, 
who were rushing our trenches after 
their first gas attack. This was the 
Bth Battery, 2nd Brigade. They stuck 
to it until literally blown out of their 
position. 

On the night of the first attack we 
retired, as I have already described, 
and another battery went, into action, 
after which we rushed back to where 
they knew another attack was coming. 

Now Montreal, we were with the Sth 
Battery, 2nd Brigade, mostly all Mc- 
Gill boys. If you pick up your daily

Russians Capture 
Three Thousend 


(Canadian Press Spocia}) 

LONDON, July 19.—A despatch from 
Petrograd tonight reports the capture 
near Morkwetz of the Austrian van- 
guard, numbering. three thousand six 
hundred men. ‘ .

In 
order to clearly appreciate tho altua- 
tlon it is necessary to know exactly 
of what a round of fixcd ammunition 
iz composed. ‘There are four main 
Parta—the stce: shell, the brass cart- 
ridge, the bras» primer, and the 
charge of cordite. The present ait- 
uation is that the factory output for 
auells {n the Dominion exceeds tho 
output of brase cartridge cases or 
primers and until such time as the 
output of the latter upproximates to 
that of the former nothing would be 
gal by placing further orders for 
empty shells, 

‘rhe output of the faetorics now en- 
gaged in tno production of brass car- 
tridge casea will soon be equal to 
the present output of the factories 
engagod In the manufacture of empty 
abelis.

FIGHTING AT SEA, 





Naval Battle Described From the 
Deck of a Warship, 


tle Js, and the terrible havoc wrought 
by the big cuns of our battleships, Is 
Fraphically described by a member 
of the crew of H.M.S. Southampton, 
which took part in the Hellgoland 
battle.

Mere Technicalities Cannot Defeat 
Right In Canada, 


It 1s possible that a good many 
non-lawyers did not quite appreciate 
the position of the vourt of Appra! 
In quashing recently the conviction 
of Emil Nerlich for conspiracy “‘on 
tho ground that the indictment docs 
not allege .a conspiracy ta which 
Arthur Zirzow was a party.” Some 
of these non-lawyers seem Inclined 
to regard this as a technical point 
which it would have been within the 
inherent power of the court to brush 
aside, | That, however, is very far 
from being the view of legal author- 
ity of high eminence. In fact, the 
view of such authority generally. is 
that in this country technicallties 
ate extremely rarely suffered to de- 
feat the ends of justice at the pres- 
ent time, although fn days gone by 
this was very far from being the 
case, 

In a talk with a reporter recently, 
Mr. E. F. B. Johnston, K.C., stated 
the powers of the court to rectify 
mere technicalities, and distingulsh- 
ed between a mere technical error 
and an erroncous form of indictment 
which goes to the root of the whole 
matter: 

“If- at the trial,” sald Mr. Jobn- 
ston, “there is any difference or 
variance between the evidence given 
and the charge as contained in the 
indietment, the trial judge msy 
amend the indictment to conform to

“Such is the law, and no court 
can exercise any Inherent jurisdic. 
tion, but must be governed by the 
provisions contained In tbe criminal 
code. The well-known rule is ap- 
plicable, namely: ‘That a man must 
be conyleted ‘according to law,’ 
whether statutory.or common law. 
Any indictment. which’ doez not on 
its face disclose a crime against the 
law, is not a mere technical objec- 
tlon.”*

MONTREAL IN WAR TIME. 
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Strange Conditions Prevail In Cana- 
dian Metropolis Thi: Year, 


Unique conditiohs prevail in the 
port of Montreal this season. Ships 
are few and unknown; . they come 
heralded by the ownera and ship- 
ping companies, but they slip away 
to sea without a word in the papers 
and with no: announcement of their 
sailings. The Marine Signal Service, 
although it knows their whereabouts 
at all times, does not lst outgoing 
liners on Its reports. The harbcz js 
under. a strict’ military and police 
control and only those who have 
good reasons for entering within the 
Umits of the port are permitted to 
visit the docks. £5 

There is a great increase In the 
numbera of Norwegian vessels com- 
ing to Montreal in the freight trade. 
These are neutral in the war and, to 
emphasize thelr “neutrality, and to 
afford some more protection from 
the pirate craft of the Germans, they 
have their namés palpied in huge 
white letteré on the sides ‘of the 
vessels, and also the flag of Norway 
painted on the bull of the ships in 
two or three places on each side. 
But even then the Norweglans know 
that thelr Is a big element of dan- 
ger In their career, but freight rates 
are high and loads are sure In the 
port, 

Most of the ships which have 
docked here this season have: been 
strangers to the St, Lawrence. They 
have come from the ends of the uni- 
verse almost. The Statesman, for 
fostance, had just finished carrylng 
ble shells to the Dardanelles for the 
Queen Ellzabeth;. the Norwegian 
ship Drot saw a Danish cruiser 
threaten to open fire on a German 
sbip a month ago because the Ger- 
mun wads threatening to sink a Nor- 
wegian. merchantman in the: terri- 
torlal waters of the Norse. The Don- 
aldson Mner Cassandra carried back 
to Liverpool from Newport News the 
Britishers who were prisoners of 
war on board the German raider 
Kron Prinz Wilhelm. A big freight- 
er came into port with her- name 
completely obliterated and only 
“E-8012" as her identity. One morn- 
ing the Cameronla—a big New York 
Cunarder—slpped Into the port; the 
same night she slipped out again 
with the 24th Battalion on board. 
The soldiers are In England now,

New Nora Scotia Act Arouses Wide- 
spread Interest, 

From a fire prevention standpoint, 
abe pew, town planalng act passed in 
Nova Scotia {a arousing great in- 
ferest- among the municipal experts 
(of the Dominion, It. will revolution. 
ize the methods of developing real 

stato and of controlling bullding 
rSperationa 4n that proyloce, 
“Under the act a local town plan- 
ning board must be appointed in 
every urban and rural mvolcipality, 
and a town planning controller has 
to be appointed for the whole pro- 
vince. No street can hereafter be 
laid out, or Any subdivision made 
unless the plans are approved by 
this board. Within three years every 
board must clither prepare a town 
planning scheme or a‘set of town 
Planning bylaws with the following 
minimum requirements: . 

1. The distance between buildings 
to be not less than 60 feet and up 
to 100 feet on opposite sides of exist. 
ing streets, both In respect of new 
buildings and reconstructed bulld- 
ings, and to be not loss than 80 
feet on new main thoroughfares, 
whatever the width of the street. 

2. Land to be reserved for new 
main thoroughfares not less than 60 
feet in width, and provisions made 
for allowing narrow streets of from 
24 to 40 feet, where not require for 
through traffic, 

3. The number of dwellings to be 
limited om cach acre, all windows of 
dwellings to have adequate Nght and 
alr, separate arcas to be prescribed 
for dwollings, factories, stores, etc, 

Property is not to be deemed to 
be Injurlously affected for purpores 
of compensation by reason of the 
following restrictions on iis use, If 
the Commissioner of Public Works Is 
satisfied that they are reasonable for 
the purpose of securing amenity: 

. Prescribing space about build- 
ings, 

2. Limiting the number of bulld- 
ings to the acre, 

3. Limfting the height of bulld- 
Ings, ° 
« Prescribing the use or charac- 
ter of bulldings, Le., whether the 
land shall be used for dwellings, fac- 
tories, etc. 

It is an.essentlal part of the act 
that there shall be co-operation be- 
tween municipalities and ownerr 
and between adjacent municipalities. 
Ample safeguards are provided to 
prevent any person erecting build- 
ings or subdividing Iand so as to 
contravene a propored scheme or by- 
law, while either ts being prepared. 
Tho local board hax power to buy 
land up to 200 feet In depth on the 
frontages of new roads or recon- 
structed roads. The price of any 
land to be expropriated must be the 
market value and no extra allow- 
ance js to be made for compulsory 
purchare. ‘ The act bas been drawn 
up in consultatlon with. the Commis- 
sion of Conservation, and Smmedlat> 
steps wi be taken to put jt into 
force if*the province.—Bulletin,

ACCIDENTAL DISCOVERIES. 


Origin of Starch From Corn and ef 
Sitver Plating. 

How to make starch from corm 
(maize} was discorered accidentally by 
Thomas. Kinzsford, 2 mechanic One 
day be threw a mess of cornmeal mush 
into a garbaze pall Mls wife emptied 
some Ise into the same pall, and Ip the 
morning when be emptied the pall be 
was astonished to tind 9 sinall quan- 
uty of starch nt the bottom, 

Thomas Bolsover, a Sbefileld me 
chanic, was mending the bundle of 2 
kulfe made of copper und silver, He 
saw these metals fuse t6zetber and the 
idea of silver puatinafons born in bis 
tulnd. De laid a thin plate of silver 
on a heavier one of copper and beated 
them tll] the edge of the silver bezan 
to melt He took them from the fire, 
fet them cool slightly, then rolled and 
hammered them to the desired thick- 
nest, This was the orlzin of “Shefiield, 
plate.” nll:of whieh was made In this 
way until electropiating was invented. 

Cornellus Dubbet left a bottle of 
nqua resin {a mixture of nitric and 
touriatle acids) on a shelf, It fell oer, 
the acid ran down over a window and 
dropped {nto a bottle contdining an 
extrict of cochineal This turned toa 
vivid scarlet. Dubbel found that the 
avid had dissolved some of the tin of 
the window casing and the combina- 
tion bad produced the new color. A 
few experiments udded the most brik 
Mant color to the list of dyes. 

The accident by which Roentgen dis- 
covered the X rays Is too recent to 
need repeating now.—New York World 

A Huge Vault. 

A remarkable vault has been com- 
pleted in a bank in Toronto. It con- 
sists of a hollow cube matle of bard-' 
ened stecl and cement, measuring 
30 feet In cach direction, This vault 
has two scctions, the upper section 
being for the use of the public as a 
safety deposit vault, and thé lower 
for the storage of the bank’s cur- 
rency and securities. A floor of 
solid rteel separates the two sec- 
Uons. 

The vault is guarded by a circular 
stcel door 10 fect in diameter, 3 1-2 
feet thick, and welghing forty-one 
tons, which is opened and closed by 
electric motors, When all precau- 
tionary devices are set, three differ- 
ent alarms are sounded by tue 
slightest tampering with the doors, ,

In addition, that branch has been 
responsible for the collection of 
goods of all kinds, and of enormous 
number and total value, for the use 
of the sick and wounded soldiers, 
The execulive, however, Mr. J. J. 
Gibson, the treasurer of the Toronto 
branch, told a newspaper representa- 
tlye, do not claim much credit for 
the work in connection with these 
goods. That credit belongs to. the 
patriotic women of Toronto, who, In 
numerous organizations, meet and 
sew and make just such articles as 
are useful, and send largely to the 
Women’s Patriotic League, which 
packs and forwards them. 

The Canadlan Red, Cross Associa- 
tion has its own commissioner in 
London. The. total sum .raised In 
cash by the soclety, Inclusive of that 
raised by the Toronte’ branch, 
amounts to $600,000. And {ft has 
shipped fourteen thousand cases of 
supplies, containing over two million 
garments, bealdes surgical supplies. 

Very admirable, too, is the work 
{carried on by the Toronto Women’s 
Patriotic League. In addition to the 
forwarding of goods for the Red 
Cross Association, the work done by 
the league is largely industrial, in 
the sense that it gives employment 
to those affected by depression con- 
sequent on the war. From the city 
grant of $3,500 and by means of «do- 
nations and proceeds of sale at Its 
workroom the league has ralacd a 
sum of over $20,000, which has 
fone to various beneficent “objects 
of the kind indleated, nearly $13,000 
baying been disbursed on account of 
wages and material. A’ great amount 
of employment has-been ‘given to 
seamstresses and others, and some- 
thing of a specialty has been made 
of the making of cheap dolls, a large 
quantity of which have been .pur- 
chased by a Toronto firm. With*re- 
gard to materials, some of the whole- 
salera In Toronto have bcen very 
good in giving these free.

SHOULD GO TO KAISER 


German American Attempts to In- 
‘fluence Canadian Munition’ 
Manufacturer 


That the sympathizers In the United 
States of the Kaiser's forces are pre- 
parcd to resort to ovéry means possible 
to create a feeling of unrest among 
Canadian and United States manufac- 
turers engaging in filling contracts for 
the supplying of munitions of war is 
evident in a circular Ictter which was 
received in Toronto yesterday by Mr. 
Robert J. Cluff General Manager of the 
Steel & Radiation Co., Limited. Cir. 
culars of a similar character were also 
received by a few other firms in To- 
ronto which are fulfilling contracts for 
the British War Office. 

“In the first place, lam a Canadian,” 
said Mr. Cluf, “and in the second place 
I do not propose to allow the sympathy 
of any German in Canada or the Unit- 
ed’ States to interfere with any — con- 
tracts I have undertaken to fill for Bri- 
tain. Our duty {s to stand by our 
country and that will always be the 
policy of my firm.” ~

SHEOL, HADES, HELL, GRAVE 
To the Editor of The Intelligencer— 

Dear Sir.—Mr. Flint in his letter 
re Pastor Russell's lecture says the 
latter is inquestionably right as to he 
meaning of the word Sheol (so often 
translated Hell in the old Testament) 
that jt simply means the grave. I do 
not pose as a Hebrew scholar but 
would say that It does not mean any- 
thing of the kind and fs never so used 
in the original but always means the 
place of departed Spirits. Sheol is the 
Hebrew word and Hades the Greek 
word forsthe same place. 

Sheol ¥s translated. Hell 31 times, 
grave. 31 times and pit 3 times (in the 
old testament). Hades is translated 
Hell 10 times and Grave once {in new 
testament) and never means the 
grave. * 

The reason the translators rendered 
Sheol and Grave was that thoy did not 
apprehend that it consisted of two 
apartments and so, when old testament 
saints were spoken of as going to Sheol 
they thought {it could not + mean Hell 
and translated it Grave.

‘The machine guns which the On- 
tarlo Government will supply to the 
Canadian forces at the front at a cost 
of $200,000, might rather be termed 
rifles. The official namo.of the. wea- 
pon fs “The Lewis Automatic Machine 
Gun,” but it weighs only.25 ‘pounds 
without its tripod support, which is 
four and a half pounds’*in ~-weight. 
Thus the whole gun may be ‘carried 
about by one man, without difficulty. 
A powerful man may even use the 
weapon from his shoulder Bs though it it 
were an ordinary rife. 

The gun can fire. 440, rounds a min- 
ute, including the time ‘necessary’ to 
~hange magazines, cach of which con- 
tain 47 rounds. It is in operation in 
the French and Belgian trenches at 
the present t!ine, and is somewhat sim- 
flar to a Hotchkiss automatic rifle, em- 
ployed by the French, 

The Lewis gun ‘is designed In. such 
a.,manner that the only tool necessary 
to dismantle it completcly is an ordin- 
ary service cartridge, the point of 
whose bullet is used to disccanect 

very portion of the mechanism; and 
this operation is such a simple matter 
that the gun can be’ dismantled and 
any small damaged part replaced, well 
Inskle of fiye minutes. The weapon 
takes the service ammunition and 


ranKe is similar to that of the service 
rifies. When used on a fixed mount, 
the butt stock may be removed and a 
“spado handle” substitute. 

The gun is of very ingenious. con- 
struction. ‘A detachable magazine 
loaded with 47 cartridges Is attached 
to a sultable fixing on the barre] near 
its after end, the first cartridge being 
fed from the magazine into the firing 
chamber by the first forward more- 
ment of the firing pin, which {s, how- 
ever, arrested before the striker reach- 
* the cartridge unless the trigger is 
hold back. When the trigger is press- 
ed, the striker, carried forward by the 
matnspring, explodes the cartridge in 
position in the firing chamber. Before 
the bullet leaves the barrel, under the 
Influence of the gas pressure, it un- 
covers a hole connecting the — barrel 
with a cyclinder below, lying parallel 
with it, and a portion of the gas passes 
inte the lower cylinder, driving back 
the piston ard with (f the rod against 
the pressure of the mainspring. The 
morement of tho rod recocks the gun, 
throws out thé exploded cartridge case 
and during the early stage:of {ts re- 
turn journey, under the mainspring’s 
Influence, transfers a ive cartridge | 
from the magazine to the chamber.

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BEES IN THE GLAY BELT 


— 


Expert Apiarist Has Succeeded in 
Wintering Bees at Lake Temis- 
kaming Where the Thermometer 
Drops Fifty Degrees Below Zero 


Those who have tried it and know 
by experience say that in order to 
make an aplary pay, even under the 
most favorable circumstance — 
which include a mild climate and 
abundance of honey secreting flow- 
ers—a man must thoroughly under- 
stand bees and be more or less of an 
expert in bee management. That 
being the case it would seem that 
in order to make bee keeping suc- 
cessful in a district where the winter 
season is long and where the mer- 
cury sometimes creeps down to fifty 
degrees below zero a man must 
needs be an expert in every sense of 
the word, That an* apiary can be 
operated ‘succeasfully under such 
severe and apparently unfavorable 
conditions is nevértheless a fact. 
Such a one has been successfully 
managed for the past six years by 
Mr. G. C. Rahn, of Haileybury, on 
the North Shore of Lake Temiskam- 
ing in Northern Ontario. On an un- 
cultivated farm within’a mile of the 
town Mr, Rahn’s aplary of one hun- 
dred hives ia located. Despite the 
unfavorable conditions obtalning 
during the year of 1914, ninety-five 
hives-of this aplary yielded 8,000 
pounds of honey, which in the north 
country sells for 20 cents a pound 
extracted and at 25 cents a pound 
for one pound sections of comb 
honey, This gives 2n average yleid 
of 84.31 pounds of money per colony 
and a gross value cf approximateiy 
$1,600 for the nincty-fve colonics, 
which cquals $16.84 for cach hivé. 
Mr. Rahn states that that yield was 
but half what he would expect in a 
favorable season. Lush fires fast 
year prevailed during the greater 
part of the’ honey fluw and many | 
bees were lost as a result, * 

When In winter quarters the hives 
are kept in a cellar, the floor of 
which Is of two ply of 3 inch boards 
insulated by 24 inches of dry saw- 
dust. A similar Insulation fs placed 
under the ¢elling, the walls being 
of only two ply of lumber with heavy 
building paper between and roofing 
paper on the outside. Tho place ix 
Properly yeatilatod and kept at a 
temperature of from+ 40 to 45 de- 
&rees Fuhr. Althotigh the hives are 
bouecd fn a cellar every hive body 
fa insulated with hair matting and 
heavy asbdestos fibre. This Insula- 
tion of the Bives of Mr. Rahn main- 
tains, is one of the seercts of his 
Success. In a climate Iike New On- 
terlo the temperature ‘is very change- 
able in summer and the insulated 
hive appesra to meet the conditions 
well. 

“It was only a matter of .getting 
Qeqrainted with the country and 
studying conditions,” said Mr, Rahn 
in an Interview with a representa- 
tive of the Family Herald and Week- 
ly Star, who paid a visit to his apiary 
recently. Mr, Rabn Is an American 
born citizen and a metal refiner by 
trade. “I have always found in my 
lino of work that it. pald to experl- 
ment,” sald he, “and since I came 
into this country about ‘seven years 
ago at theheight of the mining 
boom, I kept one ‘hive in my yard, 
just because I havo always ilked 
bees and enjoyed working with them, 
and making a study of thelr wants,

HUDSON BAY COMPANY, 


Great Fifr Corporation Heid Sway 
For 200 Years. 

The Hudson Bay Company, the 
last of great English commercial 
corporations, was chartered on May 
3, 1670, by Charles I~and ceased 
to exercise its monopoly on June 23, 
1870, after 200 years of authority in 
the northern part of North America. 
For many years after its foundation 
the French were in possession of 
Canada.. The Northwest Company, 
of Montreal, was a formidable rival 
from.-1783 to 1821, when the-young-. 
er company was merged into the 
older, The principal trade of the 
jcompany was in furs, and it was uni- 
formly a profitable trade. 

The Hudson Bay Company origin- 
ally possessed a proprietorship and a 
monopoly of trade throughout Ru- 
pert’s Land, as the land whose 
streams flow into Hudson Bay was 
called. This name was derived from 
the famous Prince Rupert, the prin- 
cipal original incorporator. In 1821

It made the trip north to the vicin- 
ity of Wrangel Island at a time when 
such an expedition was known to be 
fraught with perll because of the con- 
dition of the Ice at that season of the 
year and the difficulty of avolding 
jams and:packs. Despite this cond!- 
tion the schooner Corwin,-on which 
the party steamed, succeeded in 
reaching a point fifty miles north of 
Herald Island without incident, alded 
in the rescue of the survivors and ; 
returned within a month's time. 

Mr. Phillips was of the opinion that 

the hope still in evidence in some 
minds that Stefmmason had escaped 
death Is poorly founded. 
“We were told,” says Mr. Phillips, 
“pathetic stories of the condition of 
the men of the Kariuk’s crew and 
thelr actions when the King and 
Wing hove into sight along the bar.

“Attacking forces must disembur- 
row the defending forces; they must 
be blasted out of the ground, This 
warfare amounts, ‘Iterally, to that. 
It is as if boys hunted woodchucks 
with dynamite, 

“Each of the hard-won successes 
of the war has been a victory for 
well-placed high explosives, In the 
last fight around Przemsyl the’ Ger- 
mans fired in one hour, from field 
guns, 200,000 shells carrying high
